WASHINGTON, p. C., Nov. 13—Uncle 
Sam is smiling on China and Japan and 
ready to settle their difficulty. 


His smile is one of willingness, for it is 
not true that he has made a distinct offer 
to either China or Japan to act as mediator. 
He simply has intimated to both po 
that the great war grieves him and that he 
has the time and inclination to listen, if 
asked, to their tales of woe, in case they 
wish to stop fighting and to have peace 
brought about with as much honor to both 
as possible. It is generally understood 
that China has made direct application to 
this Government for mediation. The Jap- 
anese, the “‘Post-Dispatch’’ correspondent 
learns, must be satisfied that it is true; 
China acknowledges herself whipped and 
really desires peace. A mere willingness 
on China’s part to stop the war while she 
enjoys a five-year talk with the United 
States over the matter will not answer. 
Japan must be convinced that China means 
business. 

Understanding Chinese diplomacy, she 
has no doubt that the Chinese have let 
the United States know in a roundabout 
way that they are tired of war and would 
like to have the States put an end to a 
thing that merely annoys them. In other 
words, as far as the Japanese have learned, 
the Chinese would like to put themselves 
on the same footing as — — during the 
medlation and by no act acknowledge that 
they are whipped and forced to cry for 
peace. Japan also suspects China’s good 
faith in her overtures to the United States 
to act as peacemaker. It may be only a 
trick to get a new berth, and if so the 
Japanese do not pro to be caught nap- 
ping. They are perfectly willing to accept 
the kind offices of the United States which 
have been delicately tendered, but they

DENVER, Colo., Nov. 13.—"‘Strangler’s 
Row' was the scene of another murder ear- 
ly to-day. About 1:15 a. m. No. 1975 Market 
street was visited by the fiend whose 
strange hobby is to choke women to 
death, and when he left the place Kiku 
Oyama, a Japanese girl, who ran the 
place, was a corpse with the marks of the 
strangler’s work upon her throat. 

This morning’s murder was committed 
in the same row of houses in which Lena 
Tapper and Marie Contassot were strane 
gied. The mode of her death, too, was exe 
actly similar. After partially choking her 
the job was completed by tying a towel 
around her neck and tightening the noose 


until life left her body. The only differen 
between Kiku Oyama’s murder and tke 
strangler's other jobs is that she was dis- 
covered while her pulse was s ting 
and breath yet in her lungs. 

Kiku Oyama was 24 years old and emi- 
grated from Japan to Chicago with the 
racial representatives of her native land to 
the Columbian Exposition. There she made 
the acquaintance of Imi 11 and to- 
gether they came to Denver t Novemder. 
Imi Oyama says he was the dead woman 
cook, but the neighbors say that he lived

“It is d that in order to have the proper 
exercise of this jurisdiction of inquiry into

Clay did not want a civil war. With all 
his radical Abolitionist views, he was one 
who believed that the slaves should be 
freed by legal methods. In 1861 Abraham 
Lincoln appointed him Minister to Russia. 

His own story of the way in which he 
came to accept the mission illustrates his 
character. e says in his personal me- 
moirs: 

“At last one day I received a letter 
telling me I had been made Minister to 
Spain. I did not want the Spanish mis- 
sion, and I started at once to Washington 
to. see about it. 

“T went to the White House as soon as 
I got to Washington and I found the 
President in the library, and I told him at 
once that I could not take the mission to 
Spain. Said I: 1 don't want to go to any 
of che effete monarchies of Europe. Since 
ee have so many better men than myself 

think I had better go back to Kentucky 
and retire to private life.’ 

Lincoln, who had been rather reserved up 
to this time, here got up and put his hand 
en my shoulder and said: 1 den’t want

He be- 
came Pesident of a Cuban aid association 
and went so far as to take an active per- 
sonal interest in the fight. 

In 1871 he delivered a famous speech in 
St. Louis, in which he urged speedy recon- 
cillation between the North and the South 
and. bitter attacked President Grant’s 
Administration. That did not make him 
popular, for Grant was the hero of the

When Smythe’s wife learned that her 
husband was to be taken to St. Louis she 
begged permission to go along with him 
and friends of hers got a pass for her and 
her 65-year-old daughter, Madeline, over 
the Southern Pacific, which was the road 
that Smythe was to traverse. The Marshal, 
the prisoner, Mrs. Smythe and ber daugh- 
ter had two berths in a tourist sleeping car. 
and they took board with them {o save the 
expense of meals on the road/ They had 
canned tongue and beef, bread; butter and 
coffee. They prepared their meals on the 
way, and at night Marshal Miller slept in 
the berth with Smythe, whom he stripped 
of all his clothing to discourage escape.

“When we reached Texafkana, Monday 
morning.“ said Muller, in telling his story, 
“I felt very well. I said I would get up 
and prepare breakfast in the buffet, but 
Mrs. Smythe said she would make coffee 
in the berth, so she arose and prepared the 
meal, which consisted of tongue, bread and 
butter and coffee. She filled the cups with 
coffee, and I drank from the one which I 
had used all we time on our journey. 
SIC AND DROWSY. 

An hour and a half afterwards I had a 
dreadful pain in the head and I was al- 
most overcome by a drowsy feeling. My 
head felt as if it was in a vise. I fancied 
that the tongue had made me sick, and I 
consoled myself with the thought that the 
others would get sick too, because they 
also ate the tongue: but they did not get 
sick at that time. I went to the toilet- 
room and relieved myself of my breakfast. 
I felt better, but the drowsy feeling re- 
mained. Early in the afternoon when the 
train pulled into Little Rock and stopped 
for dinner, I was still sick and proposed to 
Smythe that we walk up and down the 
platform, but he said he was sick, too, 
and he did not want to leave the car. The 
rear door was locked and I walked along 

the platform near the front of the car. 

HE ESCAPE, 
Smythe stood at the front door for a mom- 
ent and then walked back, as I thought, 
to his seat. When the train was about to 
start, I got on board, and did not see 
Smythe. searched the car and failed to 
find him. I knew how much money his wife 
had, and looking at her pocketbook found 
that $2 was missing. I then noticed that 
while I had been on the platform of the 
station, watermen had unlocked the rear 
door to supply the drinking tank, and 
Smythe had evidently skipped by them. 
For a moment I hesitated whether to re- 
main or go on. I wish now I had stayed. 
At the first station out of Little Rock. I 
tel ed the police authorities of that 
city of Smythe’s escape. He had on only 
a seersucker coat, a shirt and a pair of 
pants when he left the train and 1 have 
all of his other clothes.

Forty-two cases of diphtheria were re- 
ported to the Health Department during the 
past week. There were not confined to any 
particular district of the city, Dut were re- 
ported from various quarters. 

While forty-twe cases do not by any means 
indieate that diphtheria is epidemic, they do 
show that the .germs of the disease 
are in the air and that every 
possible care should De taken to 
preventthe spread of the malady. Itisa 
recognized fact by physiciang and those in- 
terested im sanitary measures that where by- 
aienic. conditions are bad diphtheria will 
spread from a single case and become epi- 
demic, so that the frst thing neces. 
Sary tor the preveation of the spread 
of the disease is care in the matter of hy- 
gienic conditions. In view of the possible 
spread of the disease, and that everything 
possible may be done to prevent it, Health 


Commissioner Homan has issued a circular 
on the disease whieh ts most pertinent. In 
the begining of the circular he says: 

Diphtheria differs in intensity from the mildest 
form, which resembies a simple sore throat, to the 
worst type of blood- poisoning, which is intraetable 
from the besinaieg. Diphtheria is commusicabdie 
in all its ferme. either Aireet contact or through 
the medium of an infected atmosphere; and when 
it hes once osecurred in «a house, it is 
Hable te spea@ through the apartments. 
es jally in overenpwd and pasty veantijated 
habitations. Chiid are mach more liable to the 
disease than adults and are more eubdject te its vio- 
leatforms. Adults may have itso light as pot 
be aware of ite exis thus they 
may sprees it ignorently amone hi- 
dren. All diphtheria atients and persons in 
centaet with them should be considered dangereus, 
aad should not associate with others until it is de- 
cided by a careful and intelligent physician that 
they can doso witheat endangering others. This 
applies especially te children attending schools, 
churches, or sasembiies of any kind.“ 


HOW TO AVOID IT. 
Commissioner Homaa then takes up the 
active measures ef avoidance. These con- 
sist in shunning the special contagion; in 
avoiding all crowded assemblies in Ul- ven- 


tilated rooms duringthe prevalence of the 
disease; in maintaining thorough cleanll- 
ness of persorm and premises; in the speedy 
removal of all vegetable and animal 
refuse matters; in keeping cellars clean ana 
dry; in free and thorough ventilation of 
dwellings, es ally sleeping apartments; 
in dDolling or filtering drinking water when 
there is any suspicion as to its impurity, and 
im the free use of Aisinfectants in all places 
where foul] odors exist or may occur. 

When oncethe disease has made its ap- 
pearance Commissioner Homan thinks the 
most careful restrictive measures should be 
taken. The restrictive measures recom- 
mended are: , 

Prompt isolaten of the sick from the well; re- 
strictien ef nurses in their intercourge with outside 
persens; keeping the sick free from «ll neediess 
clothing, earpets. drapery, ete., iikeiy to harbor 
the poison ef the disease; a liberal supply of fresh 
air ia the 1 5 in care 
to aveid draughts; 
or thereoughly dis:afesting aad 
ing, remote from the house and soarce of drinkiug 
water, all discharges from the taroat. nose, month. 
kidpeys aud bowels; piseing soiled bed end body

‘While the identity of Edward Sullivan, 
the man whom Judge Claiborne accepted 
as a bondsman for William Liebenow, who 
was arrested on a charge of having stolen 
a dozen packs of cards and some fine per- 
fumery form the Hopkins-Weller Drug Co., 
remains a mystery, several other Edward 
Sullivans are getting credit for being the 
man. Each and every one of them, how- 
ever, when seen by a “Post-Dispatch” re- 
porter denied absolutely any knowledge of 
the case, rs, eae they ever went on any 
one’s bond in Judge Claiborne’s Court. 
That so well-known an Edward Sullivan as 
Judge Claiborne’s acquaintance should 
have so completely disappeared is indeed 
most strange. 

Chief Deputy Sheriff Larry Kickham, 
who had charge of search for the missing 
bondsman, is unable to explain the mys- 
tery.

COMPORY IN TRE PRESIDENTS WORDS. 


He Thinks the Landslide Was a Repu- 
diation of Wild-Cat Curreney Schemes 
“Fetere Patty Suetess Dipenes 
pen Opposition d alt Plans 6: la.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 13.—There is 
ah undercurrent of gossip in Administra- 
tion circles that the President is maturing 
at Woodley a gréater siirprise for the 
country than his famous tariff mesage of 
1887 gave it. Since his return from Buz- 
garda's Bay, Mr. Cleveland has devoted his 
time almost exclusively to an exhaustive 
study of the financial condition of thé Gov- 
ernment. He has had prepared special re- 
ports on the fluctuation of the gold re- 
serve for years back, the causes of with- 
drawais for export, the distribution of gold 
obligations and the power of the Treasury 
under éexisting law to replenish the gold 
supply. It ts delieved that this data will 
be used in his fortäcoming message to 
Congress and made the basis of some 
strong re endation for legislation that 
8 provide beter safeguards for the Treas- 

It is understood that the President be- 
hneves firmly that the landslide of Tuesday 
meant a repudiation of the wild-cat cur- 
remcy schemes of the Populists and the sil- 
ver theorists, and he is convinced that 
the Democratic party to achleve a general 
triumph must deciare its opposition to all 
plans of inflation. The defeat of Bland and 
the Populists in the West are interpreted by 
the President as evidence that ho section of 
the country favors a depreciated currency 
or a depleted Treasury. 

The President since the élection has 
talked in this strain with members of his 
4 It is said on high authority that 

We secretaries from the South have argued 
that unless some concessions are made to 
sliver there is grave danger that a new 
party, springing out of the old organiza- 
tions in the Bouth and West, will become a 
threatening factor in national legislation. 
Mr. Cleveland has replied that no party 
can advocate Successfully a depreciated 
dollar or a single silver standard, and that 
no party which Vatillates on the financial 
question can win in any section. 

These conferences, together with the fact 

that the President has looked carefully into 
the treasury’s condition, have led to the be- 
lief that his coming message will be largely 
devoted to the subject of finahce. 
The tariff, it is thought, will be subor- 
dinated. Mr. Cleveland may emphasize the 
demand for tariff reduction in the interest 
of American consumers, and doubtless will 
comment on the benefits which the new 
tariff will confer on the American people. 

Convinced that the gold reserve should be 
protected from invasion, the President, it 
is said, is also convinced that bond issues 
are only a temporary expedient. The Gov- 
ernment realized only $38,000,000 net gold 
from the February issue, and if a $100, 000, 000 
loan were floated within the next few 
weeks the gold obligations would not be de- 
creased and it would still be possible to 
drain the gold thus acquired. Mr. Cleve- 
land thinks that some permanent scheme 
for retaining the gold should be devised aha 
it is probable that he will recommend that 
Congress take some action looking to one. 


The President is looking beyond this ad- 
ministration and hopes to see the Demo- 
tratic party adopt some policy that will 
‘ommand the confidence of the country 
when the Government bonds are retired in 
1907.. After that date there will be out- 
standing only the $25,000,000 of 2 per cents 
which can be tséd as à basis for National 
Bank cire tion. The February loan will 
expire in 1}! and if a loan is negotiated 
during thé present month it will be retired 
in the same year.

Giving them one of the Senators 
te be elected in place of Senators Ransom 
und Jarvis of North Carolipa and not count- 
ing senatort Jones of Nevada asa Repubiic- 
an, they eannot hope for more than forty- 
three kepublieans inthe *enate, and that is 
two less than will be required for either or- 
ganization or for transaction of business. 

Ihe question has also been raised as to 
whethur the Republican +enatore will realiy 
desire co Organize, and some of the older 
and more experienced politicians about 
Washington contend that they will not so 
desire when they cometo look the ground 
over and weigh the various considerations 
involved. N 

The principal feason for this view is the 
belief that the older aud more eXperienced 
Repadiican:members will be averse to as- 
Summing u fesponsibliity in the absence of 
real power to transact business. which they 
would of 2ourse not have unless there were a 
majority of Senators pledged to act with 
them On questions of party policy as well 
as upoh organization. They call 
attention tothe faet that the House will be 
composed in a large measure of untried 
members, and that it is possidle that many of 
these hew Men may be disposed to commit

How the Fhuavthropist Beat the Routh: 
era Pacific's Monepolys. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Cal, Nov. 13.~—The 
greatest result of the election was the vic- 
tory of Philanthropist Adolp Sutro over 
the Southern Pacific monopoly, in his elec- 
tion as Mayor of San Francisco. 

Sutro’s fight was to secure a 5-cent fare 
for the town to the Cliff House and Sutro 
Heights, both of which properties he owns. 
The latter is a magnificent estate, situated 


on a high bluff on the western shore of the 
peninsula, overhanging the elfic, and 
covers several acres of ground beautifully 
— 5 out in walks and lawns and adorned 
with statuary, etc. It is Mr. Sutro’s pri- 
vate residen but the 
open to the public and is 
nificent free commandi 
view of the acific, the Seal Rocks, the 
Golden Gate, Fort Point and the Faral- 
lone Islands; Sutro is a DY wets wot nga 
pure and simple, and wanted everybody to 
enjoy his grounds and scenery, but the 
Southern Pacific has a monopoly of all the 
street-car lines terminating at Ocean 
Beach, 1 the Cliff, and charged 
two fares, thus barring many poor lo 
from the enjoyment of the splendid marine 
view and the pure salt air. 

Mr. Sutfo began his fight for a single 
fare before he thought of becoming a can- 
didate for office. irst he built a high 
board fence around the Cliff House, barred 
the gates to Sutro Heights and charged 
an admission fee of 2% cents to every - 
tron of the railroad who visited either 
place, while admitting occupants of other 
than railroad vehicles free. He ho thus 
to discourage traffic and to force the rail- 
roads to uce their fare, but the South- 
ern Pacific is not in the habit of surrender- 
ing without a struggie. 

Then Sutro obtained a franchise for an 
electric road from Central avenue to the 
ocean, and made a combination with the 
cable road running to Central avenue and 
not controlled by the Market street com- 
pany, an offshoot of the Southern Pacific, 
to transfer passengers to the beach from 
town and vice versa for a nickel. This was 
alarming, but the big co ration effected 
to regard it as merely a bluff—that Sutro 
would never finish the road. 

When, however, he had completed the 
grading it became thoroughly alarmed and 
made overtures of peace. But Sutro its 
stubborn, and would not compromise. 
When the first shipment of railroad mater- 
ial arrived two weeks ago the Southern 
Pacific capitulated at once. Down came the 
fence at the Cliff House, open flew gates at 
Sutro Heights, a great shout went up from 
the people, all the newspapers lauded Sutro 
as havime scored the first victory over the 
railroad, and Sutro’s election as Mayor 
was assured, although none of the papers 
= openly support him at that late 

ay. 

He was elected by 18,000 plurality as a 
non-partisan candidate. Fame and fortune 
came to Sutro through the Comstock tun- 
nel which bears his name, an enterprise 
that he conceived and carried out in the 
face of opposition that would have discour- 
aged and crushed another man. The tunnel 
was begun in 1864 and completed in 8. 
and then Sutro was a miilionaire. y 
judicious investments his wealth stead 
increased. He is of luxurious tastés an 
has gathered about him treasures Of art 
to enrich his home, Sutro Heights, and 
made it beautiful with rare vegetation 


and statuary. 

It is his design te give it to the city 
some day. He has a library of t value, 
also to be given to the city. e has the 
detestation of the capitalists who e 
against the people, and this is the keynote 
of his present great popularity.

PHILADELPHIA, Nov, 9.—Higher than St. 
Peter's at Bome, higher than the Strasburg 
Cathedral, higher than the Great Pyramid, 
higher than the Cologne Cathedral will be 
the lot of William Penn in Philadelphia ina 
few weeks, The hat of the good Quaker will 
overtop every other structure in this or any 
other country, except the Eickel tower at 
Paris and the memorial shaft to Washington 
at the capital. And as neither of these isa 
bullding the comparison with them ts hardly 
fair. ; Pes ; 

The Washington monument is 655 feet high, 
| the Biffel tower 886 feet. The crown of Wul- 
lam Penn’s hat will be 547 feet from the 
ground. ‘The next structure ia helght, the 
Cologne Cathedral, is 510 feet. 

The City Hall of Philadelphia is an im- 
mense structure of marble and brick and 
fron. It has deen bullding since 1871. Its 
main tower on the nérih side 


of the building 18 90 feet square at the base. 
Great marbie biocks rest upon a foundation 
of 8 feet of concrete laid 20 feet below the 
serface of the nd. Some of these blocks 
weigh 5 tons. he walls in places are 22 fest 
through, The whole buliding is 470 by 486 
feet. It is the largest single structure on the 
continent. bie ss 

‘the stone work on the tower, which has 
been Onished some time, already has begun 
to grow grey m the weather. ‘he 
iron . framework which .saurmounts the 
stone tower was begin some months 
ago. The structure has reached an sie- 
vation of over four hundred and sev- 
enty-fve feet already. the workmen an it 
ook like ants from the ground. It is calcu- 
lated that by next month the iron frames 
will de in place, and the cup, wh:ch rests 
upon them, in ition. Thea the colossal 
statue of William Penn will he raise! and 
eee to Its pedestal at the height of 510 

ee > 
Looking up from the street the tower, un- 
finished as it is, does not betray its real 
height. The dimensions of the tower dwarf 
its altitude. But, all the same, the iron 
frames far up ia the airlook spideriy and 
mueh too frail to bear any great weight. In 
the court - yard of the building le a number of 
these fron beams which have yet to be holst - 
@d tothe tower’s top. They are massive 
pleces of metal. 
So far the frames of the upper part or the 
tower have been put up. After the statue 
isin place they will de covered with plates. 
which now are ready to put on. inese are 
of iron, copper-coated withathin skin of 
aluminum orm the outside. They will be 
riveted fast tothe frames, and are shaped 
each for Its position. 
lbere is an elevator in the great tower 
whicb carries passengers almost to the top 
of the stonework. From that point up, don 
ever, the climb must now be made by rough 
stairways and siender ladders. It ie ard 
work getting up to where the men are wor<- 
ing. It tries the nerves despite the fact that 
a cage of iron beams incloges the climber. 
A powerful crane, from «hich drops a wire 
rope, brings upthe iron frames and other 
materials. It is operated by a steam-engine, 
whick also furnished the power to swing the 
pieces of metal into place. 

There are over 100 feet of this iron-work 

already dowr. The structure loeks like half 
ofa great eel- basket without a top. The 
iron trusses ran perpendicularly, but they 
are stayed by many cross-pieces and braced 
with beams parallel to the wase of the 
structure. 
The men who work at this dizzy height go 
about unconcernedly. They are used to 
working at great heights. i Rey straddle the 
beams and hammer away justas if they 
were tweaty anu aot jour hundred feet in 
the air. But they take care not to run un- 
necessary risks all the same. Most of 
them wear rubber-soled sboes, and they 
hold tight to supports when moving from 
piace to place. Yn good days thes work nine 
hours, wen the weather is wet they can’t 
work atall. Everything is then slippery and 
hard to handle. EKvem when at ine street 
level only a gentle Breeze is wet ge up 
where tiey are a regular gale will whist- 
ling turouan the tron beams, Making ex- 
posed places decidediy uncomfortaule. 

On each of the four broad sides of the tow- 
er wili be a clock face. But they are not to 
be ordinary clock faces. They ill de each 
twenty-one feet in diameter. A great bronze 
eagle will bend over each clock face, and 
these birds will weigt close to five tons each. 
ihe marrow sides of the octagon of tue 
tower li be ornamented with human fig- 
ures of bronze, weighing ufteen tons apiece. 
One of tuese is alreavy in position. 

Whiliam Fenn statue is no ordinary one. 
It weighs 60,000 pounds. It is 87 feet in 
beight. ‘‘he Quaker’s Diocad sweeping nat is 
8 feet in dlameter and around the brim is 23 
feet. His passive face is marked by 
a nose inches and eyes 12 
inches wide, 
and in 
a graceful Wave over his collar, is four feet 
in leagth. His shoulders are eleven feet 
across and a tape measure to go around 
them would need to be twenty-eight 
feet long. His straight-cut coat hangs some 
what away from his body and it is twenty- 
four feet in circumierence at the waist. 

From tie ankle to the knee is 10 feet and 
his tight-@rawn stockings end ta broad, low 
shoes with Dows on them, each of which is 22 
inches wide and 6 feet (inches long. Fiow- 
ing sleeves Of metal lace droop over hands 4 
feet in length apd s teet across.

Vienna, Nov..1.—One of strangest court 
romances ot the nineteentn century is hold- 
ing the rapt attention of the 88, 000,000 sub- 
jects of the Austro-Hungarian Empite. The 
story eoncerns Emperor Francis Joseph and 
his attentions to the beautiful Mme. Schratt, 
an actress who a few years ago played in 
the Thalia Theater in the Bowery. 
New York, with only iodifferent —— 
Mme. Schratt is not only the Emperor“s 
favorite, but his confidante and adviser, both 
in matters political and relating to the court, 
It is even said that she exercises such sway 
over his majesty that her influence can be 
traced in the settlement of the gravest public 
questions It is needless to say that the Em- 
peror appears frequently at the Imperial 
Theater in Vienna, and be also almost daily 
visits Mime. Schratt at her cottage. 

When, about twelve years ago, Catherine 
sehratt appeared in the Bowery, although 
billed as the leading Vienna actress, she did 
not arouse great enthusiasm, but she was 
regarded as a fascinating Jittie woman 
whose pleasant smile and winning ways 
stood her in good stead in the lighter comedy 
parts. 

Her beauty was of the pronounced Vien- 
nese type. Bonny blue eyes, a wealth of 
light-brown hair and an aristocratic Ogure 
were her important charms. she was then 
about 28 years of age. * 

But nowadays in Austria-Hyapgary tf one 
speaks of the first lady of the country, or, as 
they call it over there, of the Hohe Frau.“ 
none other is meant but Mme. Catherine 
Schratt. At the time ot her engagement in 
New York Mme. Schratt was the wife of a 
Hungarian nobleman by the name of Herr 
Von Kiss, whose fortunes were on the wane 
and whose estates im tiungary had dwindled 
to next to nothing. 

Herr Von Kiss is only a remembrance of to- 
day. He is said to live in the South of rrance, 
anda brisht boy, now about 11, the fruit of 
his marriage with the actress, ts brought up 
under his name in the llerestanum, une of 
the aristocratic institutions in Vienna. 

In Vienna ume. Scliratt reappeared at the 
Imperial Berg Theater, which corresponds to 

Comedie Francaise ia Parts. ‘ihe

theater became more frequent than usual! 

the gossips began to draw their conclusions. 

But nothing occurred in the outside ife of 

Emperor which would justify any malicious 

reports. When the Emperor urst met the 

actress personally isnot knoWn, But it was 

saidthat this event took place soos after 

Mme. Scuratt returned from America and 

applieu for an audience at the court to thank 

his majesty fo: the leave of absence which 
he had graviously accorded her, 

Even at that period a number of couct 
sateilites, anxious to grasp any opportu- 
nity, and aware of the gossip that was 
abroad, began to swarm around the actress, 
and at balls and reeeptions she was con- 
Stantly surrounded by court officers and 
even members uf the Imperial Cabinet. 

lo the pubilc at large the fact of a 
persona) acquaintance between the Em- 
peror and the actress remained a deep 
secret. It was only after tue death of 
Prince Kudolph that matters assumed 
anentireiy different aspeet. That this his- 
torical trageiy was a terrible blow to the 
Emperor Francis Joseph and his wife, uno 
idoiized her son, may welt be tmagined. lue 
Eraperor never recovered from the shock, 
and froma man in the prime anu vigor vo! 
life ne suddenly turned Into a senile old 
wan. 

10 the astonishment: of all, he sought 
consolation in the society of none other 
than Mme. Schratt. Ihe actress was re- 
peatediy invited to the table of the 
Emperor at the Imperial Castle in Ischl. an 
honor never before bestowed upon auy other 
artist in the world. But tue population 
stood in amazement when it was ramored 
that not only ine Emperor, but also the Em- 
press had chosen the actress, ime, Schratt, 
asconsoler and adviser, Tne Empress al- 
ways had a reputation for eXtreme hauygnhti- 
ness, and was the only member of the royal 
fanrily who never courted popularity. 

Yet to-day it is a common sight in Vienna 
to see the Empress Elizabeth driving out in 
an open Carriage with sme. Schratt. Mme. 
schratt often Calls atthe imperial mansion 
to cheer Her majesty, wu is subject to 
attacks of melancuolia. and noone so au- 
mirably succeedsin dispersing the clouds 
from the Empress’ mind. ihe Empress 
never missesa public opportunity to show 
her respect fer her, purely pla tonie. 

Ihe relations between the Emperor and the 
actress are explained by the most absurd 
theories, one of which has it that ume. 
Schratt is the legitimate offspring of the 
monarch. It is apparent that Emperor Fran- 
cis Joseph takes no truuvie to ecnceal iis 
almost paternal affection for the youug 
wowan. He may ve seen almost any day, in 
fair weather or foul, at avout noon time, 
walking from the imperial Castle to the cot- 
tage of the actress, a distance of five miles. 
Hundreds of his subjects watch his majesty 
on his way there, and he answers their re- 
spectful salutations with his wonied se: 
renity. 

Tue neighbors of Mme. Schratt know the 
exaethour of the Emperor’s visits, and ali 
the little occurrences there are talked over 
with greatavidity. Mme. Schratt unhesitatr- 
ingly telis her friends ‘that the Emperor ts 
interested in many trififag matters far below 
his sphere. He iaquires about her nohemtan 
acquaintances, is ueiightfuily amused at any 
little gossip or scandal and takes a good- 
natured interest In musicians, bankers and 
artists of whose existence he never had any 
knowledge before. 

It is told how the Emperor was amused at 
one time at an occurrence in the actress’ 
house, When the maid of Mme, schratt.was 
mand could not serve the tea. Her substi- 
tute, with ill-conceaisd eacitement, made 
the most serious biundersin waiting on the 
table, Creatix to His Majesty's edincation.

BUBR’S DISAPPEARANCE 


The St. Charles Ges Works Superiutend- 
ent’s Becke in Bad Shape. 

A. L. Burr, Superintendent of the St. 
Charles gas-works, suddenly disappeared 
last Thursday morning without leaving 
any explanation behind. He wrote a brief 
note of resignation to Secretary J. F. Wash 
of the company, announcing his intention 
of leaving, but not giving any reason. No 
entries have been made in the company’s 


books for the present month, and it will 
take some time to straighten matters out 
and discover whether there is any short- 
age. 
err Wash claims that he does not 
believe that any shortage exists, and says 
that if one does, it can only be for a small 
amount. “He cannot have taken much 
money,” he said, “for there was not much 
to take. I am inclined to think that errors 
in his books or some other cause at present 
unsuspected has caused him to leave. The 
books are in bad shape and it will be some 
few days before we can straighten matters 
out. Until we know something for certain 
1 do not care to discus the mhatter at all. 
In his letter of resignation Burr did not 
acknowlege any shortage or give any rea- 
son for his action.“ 

A telegram received here from St. 
Charles stated that Burr in his letter to 
Wash admitted being short. 

Mr. Wash also said that Burr had been in 
the employ of the company for about a 
year. He came from Sedalia, where his 

arents reside and where he was book- 

eeper at the gas-works. He was also 
Secretary of the Missouri State Fair Asso- 
ciation. He was unmarried, and so far as 
could be learned had no serious vices. 

A telegram from Sedalia, Mo., states that 
dispatches were also received there from 
St. Charles declaring that Burr was short. 
The telegram also says that Burr was born 
and raised in Sedalia, where his parents
